pell of the kingdome, beeing verie care-

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full and tender ouer the welſare & health 
of theit ſoules, founde their eſtate and 
cCiondicion to be ſuch and ſo miſerable for 
want of able Teachers and painefull Pa- 
ſtours, as that he coulde iudge no better 
of them, then, as being diſperſed and ſcat- 
tered abroade.like vnto ſneepe, hauing no 
| hephearde. W hoſe caſe how daungerous 
it is, and how e neere preſent deſtruction 
euery moment, there is none ſo blinde 
that ſeeth not. Chriſt therefore vpon the 
viewe of this their preſent miſerie, beeing 
ſtroken with griefe vnto the very hearte, 
ad nqd pierced with deep ſorow in his inner- 
moſt tender bowels, willeth his diſciples 
for tedreſſe of this miſchiefe, and remedy 
ofthis great fore, inthe greatneſſe of the 
harueſt, and fer enes of laboures, to pray 
vnto the Lorde of the harueſt to thruſt 
foorth labourers into his harueſt. When 
as I duely confider with my ſelfe , of the 
eſtate of our time preſent, comparing 
and laying it vnto the eſtate of that time 
paſt, it maketh me with griefe to thinke, 
that if Chriſt were now heere agayne vp- 
pon earth, and ſnoulde make the like viſi- 
tation through Ne towne and village 
of 
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ofthis realme of England, he mould haue 
uſt cauſe to accounte of a greate many of 
vs as hee did of them: namely, to bee as 
poore ſcelie ſcattered and wandering 
ſheepe without Sheepheardes, and there- 
fore might as truely ſay of vs nowe, as he 
did of them then: The Harueſt is greate, 
but the Labourers are fewe.c#c, There lac+ 
ked not then ſtore of Prieſtes, Scribes and 
Phariſees, but there were amongeſt them 
too many loyterers:there is no want with 
vs of Prieſtes and Miniſters: for the num- 
ber of them, no place being voyde, is day- 
iy increaſed, inſomuch that many of th 1 
wander vppe and downe like maiſterleſſe p 
houndes, being glad to ſerue, as the Lord Sam. 2.40] 
threatneth to the poſteritie of Elie, for 
piece of ſiluer, and a morſel of bread; but 
we haue too few of faithfull and paynefull 
labourers: for if a perfect viewe were ta- 
en throughout the lande, I feare mee it 
Vwoulde bee founde that in euery Shiere 
and Countie, ſcarſe the twentith pariſhe . 
were prouided of his able Teacher. No 
maruell therfore if there dwel in the peo- 
ple ſuche horrible and woonderful igno- 
rance, that manie of them may be well li- 
kened vnto the Horſe and the Mule, as

- David ſpeaketh) in whom there is no vn- 
derſtanding: for as concerning God and 
his word, (the knowledge whereof Paule 
willeth to dwel plentifully in euery one of 
vs) they knowe nothing at all, being in 
this reſpect as ignorant as their idle ſhep- 
heard: ſo that it is no maruell, Ift he blind 
leade the bliud, if they both fall into the ditch. 
Vet ſay I not that Englande hath no La- 
bourers, for I knowe that ſhee hath pain- 
full Paſtoures, whoſe number I both wiſh 
and pray daily to be increaſed, and that 
thoſe loiterers, which haue ability inough 
to be labourers (of which ſorte there are 
tooto many) may by the godly Magiſtrat 
by ſharpe cenſure with ſpeed be cauſed to 
adde will and diligenee to their abilitie, 
which if they will not, that with the idle 
Sheepheardes they may be remoued, that 
they doe not like Caterpillers deuour the 
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fatte of the Lande, whiche ſhoulde 


be beſtowed vppon the godly, paynefull 
and able teachers, whom it pleaſeth God 


co vſe as the onely ordinary meanes by 


preaching of the worde to worke faith in 
the heartes of the hearers, Wherefore we

thiscuill, which ifitwere ſo great, that 


for the daunger and perill which it was 
like to bring vpon the poore people, it 
cauſed the very bowels of Ieſus Chriſte 
himſelfe to yearnc, howe doth it not ap- 
pertayne vnto euery godly Paſtour, ſo of- 
ten as occaſion, time, and place ſhal ſerue, 


to cry out vnto the Chriſtian Magiſtrate 


in this great ſcarſitie of ſufficient Paſtors, 
almoſt in all places, that they would with 


Chriſt put on the bow elles of pity & com- 


paſſion at the diſperſed and ſcattered e- 
ſtate of thoſe their people and ſubiects 
that are deſtitute of ſo neceſſary an inſtrus 
ment of their ſaluation, and vſe an eſpeci- 
all carefulnes for the ſpeedy prouiding of 
euery ſuche poore flocke and congregas 
tion, his godly and ſufficient Miniſter?

ly. that I would haue no other Authors 
read in Schooles, but only the Scriptures: 
Fourthly, that chat which I ſpake of the 
ſtealing away of the daughter of a verye 
zealous and godly man, & a very profita- 
ble & neceſſaty lubieay nto the Queenes 
Maieſtie, was a meere falſhood and vn? 
truth. Theſe thinges, if they were true, 
as they are all in verye deede moſte falle, 
were matters of great v eyght and i impor- 
taunce, and ſuch as inſtly craued verie ſe- 
uere and ſharpe cenſuring. But it ſhall ea- 
ſily appeare vnto all the godly which ſhall 
vouchſafe to reade this ſermon, howe 
farre from all equitie, and I had almoſte 
ſaide, all honeſtie, my woordes haue bin 
racked to thele falle ſurmiſes.

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” cerning Fathers . Doctors, as! doe re-

I lamented the great ouerſight of many of 
} |F ourbrethren, which in their preachinges 
are full of their authorities and ſentences, 
5 whereas they ſhould vſe the proues of the 


- * woord, whereon the ſoule and conſcience 
of man hath onely to ſtay and grounde it 
ſelfe, & that the rather, for that we ſee ir 
by ſuch vnaduiſed and vnorderly dealing, 
at the firſt to haue come to paſſe, that the 
Papiſtes haue them in farre greater admi- 
ration and eſtimation then the Scriptures, 
Let the Fathers therefore and Doctours, 
as they are well worthy, haue their due & 
deſerued prayſes, ſo farre foorth as theyr 
woorkes and writinges will abide the try- 
all and touchſtone of the Scripture; but 
yet let them learne to ſtrike ſayle vnto the 
woord of God, which of it ſelfe is of au- 
thoritie all ſufficient, and needeth nor the 
confirmation of man, be he neuer ſo lear- 
ned or godly.

ü ſaying, and teſtimonies, and ſo as it were 
do beate the ad nerlarics with their ou ne 
weapons. Much more might bee ſaide in 
this matter, but by that already ſpoken, 
it may eaſily; appeare to the godly and ſin- 
gle minded Chriſtian , howe farre I am 
from this ſlaunder of the diſallowing of 
Doctours and Fathers' „ aàs is more at 
large to be ſeene in my ſermon, where I 
handle this point more fully. Now where 
it is blow /en abroade that I ſhoulde ſaye,
